RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF NON-COMPLIANT AMENDMENT 

Sir: 

This responds to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment dated January 13, 2005. The 
amendment filed on December 27, 2004 in the above-referenced application was considered non- 
compliant because claims 7-13 have improper status identifiers. Applicant identified the status of 
claims 7-13 as "(previously amended)". 

The undersigned counsel telephoned Ms. LaShawn Morgan, Legal Instruments Examiner, 
who advised that the Patent Office now requires that the status of every claim be indicated after its 
claim number by using one of only seven status identifiers. The U.S. Patent Office no longer 
recognizes "(previously amended)" as one of the seven acceptable status identifiers. 

Accordingly, applicant has corrected the status identifiers of claims 7-13 in the Amendment 
filed on December 27, 2004 to read "(previously presented)" rather than "(previously amended)". 

The corrected "Amendments to the Claims" section of the non-complaint amendment 
document is re-submitted in its entirety herewith. 


Applicant believes that the requirements of the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment have 
been completely satisfied.
